The broadcast did not state 
specifically whether it was 
planned to bring these parti- 
cular animals back to earth. 

The space ship they are in 
was described as large enough 
for a man.

Since the date of the launch- 
ing was known well in advance 
to Soviet authorities it seemed 
obvious to some newsmen that 
the project was intended to 
coincide with the Powers’ trial.

In Orbit for Skyhook 


VANDENBURG AIR FORCE 
BASE, Calif. (AP)—The US. 
satellite Discoverer XIV roared 
into polar orbit Thursday, cram- 
med with secret sky-spy gear. 

The successful launch in the 
once _ trouble-plagued series 
came but a week after the 
United States” spectacular space 
first with Discaverer XIII re- 
covery of its capsule from orbit. 

Discoverer XIV’s nose cone 
was loaded with instruments 
designed to help two upcoming 
series of survelliance satellites: 
Samos, to radio back pictures of 
terrain it passes over, and 
Midas, to detect enemy missile 
firings. Exact nature of the 
gear was classified. 

A separate instrument pack- 
age to help with optical and 
radar tracking was included to 
gather data for the navy’s Tran- 
sit navigation satellite program. 

The U.S. Air Force hopes, 
Friday, to accomplish the ex- 
clusive goal of all Discoverer 
shots—making a tricky aerial 
catch of the falling capsule. 

The plan: to eject the capsule. 
on the satellite’s 17th pass over 
the Arctic and have Hawaii- 
based C119 Flying Boxcars try 
to snag its parachute as it 
floats down over the ocecan 
north of Hawaii. 

The planes could not reach 
Discoverer XIIl’s capsule in 
tithe, but it was plucked from 
the sea by a ship. 

Discoverer XIII remains in 
orbit and, by odd coincidence, 
delayed Thursday’s launch. It 
passed overhead during the 
countdown and No. 14 was held 
up for 15 minutes. Scientists 
feared No. 13’s signals might 


confuse the tracking gear. 
The most spectacular shots in 
the series are éxpected after 


one more recovery. These in- 
volve placing chimpanzees in 
the capsules, firing them into 
orbit, and trying to recover 
them. This, aimed at perfect- 
ing a technique of returning 
humans safely from space, is 
a vital goal of this country’s 
man in space program. 

The air force said the new 
satellite is whirling around the 
globe once every 94 minutes 
in an orbit just about perfect 
for another recovery. Its high 
point is 450 miles, low point 
120, 


Thor-Able Fails 

CAPE CANAVERAL (AP)— 
A space rocket exploded in 
flight Thursday about 2% 
minutes after it blasted off in 
an attempt to hurl an experi- 
mental military communications 
satellite into orbit. 


The fiery explosion high in 
the sky ruined the first step in 
a long-range investigation of 
the use of satellites as a global 
communications network for all 
U.S. military forces. 

There was no immediate an- 
nouncement on what caused the 
explosion of the two-stage Thor- 
Able-Star rocket. But it appear- 
ed that there may have oon 
premature separation of the two 
stages. 

It appeared to be flying a true 
course when it suddenly blew 
apart, leaving a huge ball of 
fire and smoke hanging in the 
sky for several seconds. 

-laming debris from the shat- 
tered rocket spiraled into the 
ocean several miles offshore. 

The satellite was designed 
for both instant and delayed 
radio ¢ommunication between 
distant ground stations.

Japan -ROK 
Repat Hit

SEOUL (Kyode)—John M. 
Chang, newly elected Premier 
of the Republic of Korea, Fri- 
day expressed strong opposition 
to the repatriation of Korean 
residents in Japan to Commu- 
nist North Korea. 


He termed the repatriation 
now under way between Japan 
and North Korea the “great- 
est hindrance to normalization 
of Japan-ROK relations.” 


Chang told Kyodo that he 
intended to resume Japan-ROK 
normalization talks shortly. The 
Rhee Line issue will be solved 
through conclusion of a Japan- 
ROK fishery agreement, he said. 


The Japan-North Korea repa- 
triation program, he _ said, 
serves only to benefit the “ene- 
my” by supplying manpower 
to the Communist bloc. He 
said he could not help but doubt 
Japan's assertion of “humani- 
tarianism” in this project. 


Chang said that his country 
looked forward to Japan to be 
“more cautious’ about its repa- 
triation program. 


While admitting that the 
ROK Government had not tak- 
en adequate means to extend 
assistance to Korean residents 
in Japan, Chang said he ex- 
pected the Japanese Govern- 
ment to treat its Korean resi- 
dents “warmiy and kindly.” 


Chang said he has long ad- 
vocated the normalization of 
Japan-ROK relations. 


He attributed the aggravated 
relations between the two coun- 
tries largely to ex-President 
Syngman Rhee’s antagonistic 
policy toward Japan. But he 
said, a fairly strong feeling of 
antagonism was still harbored 
by the South Korean people 
against Japan's former colonial 
rule over Korea. 


He said both nations should 
strive to forget the past and 
join their hands in friendship. 


Chang said he intended to 
work for normalization of rela- 
tions between the two countries 
on the occasion of the organiza- 
tion of new governments in 
both Japan and South Korea. 

Chang, former Vice President, 
said he favored resumption of 
the suspended Japan-ROK nor- 
malization talks in Seoul, The 
talks will be reopened after he 
forms a new Cabinet, he said. 

Chang felt it would be diffi- 
cult to resume the talks in 
September, although this has

“Experts have established that 
the information gathered by 
Powers during his May 1 flight 
constituted state and militarv 
secrets of the USSR.”

Friday's broadcast did not say 
whether Soviet scientists would 
try to recover the animals in 
the new satellite, or whether 
they too were doomed to die in 
orbit. 

The United States recently 
succeeded in recovering a space 
capsule ejected from an orbit- 
ing Discoverer satellite, but has 
not so far orbited any living 
thing in space. 

U.S. s@lentists have, however, 
recovered alive two monkeys 
which were rocketed to the out- 
er reaches of the atmosphere.

For Taipei Monday 


Virus of Trachoma Grown 
In Uterine Cancer Cells 


Society of Virology opening in 
Kyoto Oct. 17. 

Commenting on the achieve- 
ment, Dr. Yukimasa Nakaizumi, 
a trachoma specialist, said the 
results of the study would have 
to be subjected to a series of 
confirmation tests by other 
scholars before it is recognized. 
A complete success in cultivat- 
ing the trachoma virus would 
be a “revolutionary” discovery, 
he added, 

Higashi said his research 
tearn got its initial idea regard- 
ing the cultivation of the virus 
when it discovered the tra- 
choma virus bore a marked re- 
semblance to the virus of psit- 
tacosis, (parrot fever) it had 
been studying. 

The psittacosis virus, he said, 
had been found to thrive on one 
of three animal cells—the cells 
of the mouse's heart (named 
the L-Cell), the cells of the 
human amnion (the membrane 
covering the foetus called the 
FL-Cell), and the cells of a 
uterine cancer (Hela Cell). 

The research team was able 
to cultivate the trachoma virus 
in a test tube when the virus 
was found to thrive on the Hela 
cell after being raised on fresh 
chicken eggs. 

The trachoma virus, the 
largest of all known viruses, is 
believed to propagate in a dif- 
ferent way from other viruses. 
Other viruses possess only one 
hereditary factor. Higashi hopes 
to investigate the various my- 


steries surrounding the tra 
choma virus through future 
studies. 


He is leaving Aug. 28 on a 
giobal tour, during which he 
will visit Delft in the Nether- 
lands, where he will attend an 
International Electron Micro- 
scopy Society meeting. 

The first successful attempt 
to grow the trachoma virus in 
the yolk of an egg was report- 
ed three years ago by a Com- 
munist Chinese researcher. This 
was followed by a similar at- 
tempt by a University of Calli- 
fornia professor. The virus 
stocks made by him have been 
distributed globally, and some 
Japanese researchers are car- 
rving out experiments by using 
them.

Reaches Italy 


SYRACUSE, Sicily (Kyodo 
Olympic flame, 
symbol of international sport, 
reached Italian soil Thursday 
from Greece aboard the full- 
rigged Italian sailing ship 
Amerigo Vespucci. 

A great cheer went up from 
about 35,000 people who jam- 


med the quays and approaches | 
to the port as the flame land-| 


ed. It will be carried by run- 
ners from this ancient Greek 
colony to Rome, where its en- 
try will be the signal for the 
17th Olympiad of modern times 
to begin, 

The Amerigo Vespucci, a 
training ship for Italian naval 
cadets, drop anchor off 
Syracuse a little behind sched- 
ule. 

All the ships in Syracuse 
harbor blew their sirens, while 
churches tolled a peal of joy. 
Fireworks—traditional part of 
any Sicilian fiesta — exploded 
overhead. 

The young naval cadet carry- 
ing the flame was greeted with 
applause as he stepped ashore 
and lit a torch standing on a 
tripod. Then he doused the 
flame he had brought in a basin 
of water. 

Meanwhile, a band struck up 
the Olympic hymn. 

The flame was then handed 
over to the first runner, the 
noted Sicilian international soc- 
cer referee, Signor Concetto Lo 
Bello. He ran with it along the 
promenade bounding the harbor 
before handing it over to an- 
other athlete who began the 
long run to Messina and then 
across to the Italian mainiand.

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Government Policies 
Prime Minister Ikeda’s statement that his Government 
had no intention of taking any steps to revise the Con- 
stitution or to increase police powers for the preservation 
of public order is not likely to meet with serious criticism. 


While we feel that some 


amendment of the Constitu- 


tion must eventually be undertaken, we do not think that 
the present is the time to attempt it. While it is, of course, 
an anomaly that Article 9 of the Constitution should be 
retained in its present form while Japan is actually main- 
taining self-defense forces for land, sea and air, no serious 
practical difficulties have ensued from any contradiction of 


ideas that may be involved. 


Consequently, we do not see any great need for tamper- 
ing in a hurry with a basic law which has on the whole 


worked well. 


The Constitution must, of course, be inter- 


preted in accordance with the needs of the nation and, 
although the present Constitution is somewhat rigid in cer- 


tain respects, and somewhat 


loosely drawn in others, we 


believe it has been found capable of such an interpretation 
without raising too many awkward questions. 


With regard to proposals for the strengthening of police 
powers which some quarters are advocating, and at which 
an attempt was made by the Kishi Government in a bill 
which had to be dropped in view of public disapproval, we 
are rather dubious as to whether further legislation is really 
necessary. At the time of the recent leftist demonstrations 
against the Japan-U.S. Security Treaty in the streets of 
Tokyo we certainly felt dissatisfied to see that the rioters 
were able to get away with so much discreditable violence. 
Nor is it good to know that very few of the instigators 
of the disorders have since been brought to book. 

Nevertheless, we have the comforting reflection that the 
nation has settled down to normal ways with somewhat 
surprising celebrity, and that it is quite possible that we 
are better off foday than if the riots had been put down 


more forcibly than was actually the case. 


If, of course, 


the nation is to be again subjected to such disturbances 
in the future, it will be necessary for the authorities to 
consider more rigorous methods of dealing with them. But 
we have an idea that the good sense of the nation has been 
fortified, and not diminished, by what occurred earlier this 
summer and that public opinion will frown severely upon 


any more violent agitation. 


In making these remarks, we cannot help but pay a 
tribute to the nation’s police forces. They have done, and 
are doing, good work; and if it should be really proved 
that they lack sufficient powerg to deal with any situation 
that arises, the matter must be taken up by the Govern- 


ment. But we hardly think 


this is the case at present. 


We note that the Socialist Party favors the diminution of 
the Central Government's control over the police; we can- 
not go along with this idea which is contrary to the policy 
now being adopted in most modern countries where it is 
realized that police centralization is necessary in the in- 


terests of efficiency. 


The Prime Minister has notified that he has no plan to 
amend the election law in order to introduce a small elec- 
torate system. It seems to us that no serious fault can 
be found with the present electoral divisions in the coun- 
try although, no doubt, various types of politicians see 
some fancied advantage for their party in making a change. 


Certainly, no action is called 


before the forthcoming gen- 


eral election, expected in November. 


Mr. Ikeda says that he and his Cabinet have no inten- 
tion of carrying out any policies that might split public 
opinion or give offense to opposition groups. We think 
this attitude is to be welcomed Under the circumstances. 
The nation needs a quiet period of consolidation and read- 
justment. If at the general election, the electorate gives 
the Liberal-Democratic Party a sweeping majority, the 
Ikeda Government will have a mandate for the policies 
which we usually associate with conservative tradition, but 
until then controversial matters should be avoided as much 
as possible so long as there is no sacrifice of vital principles. 

While we may consider ourselves in a period of political 
calm, there are some anxieties as to the economic situation, 
and particularly on the possibility of increasing Japan's 


exports. 


Speaking at Osaka, Foreign Minister Kosaka stressed 
the problem of expanding markets for Japanese merchan- 
dise in Western Europe as an important task of the so-called 


economic diplomacy. 


Saying that the 20 per cent increase 


in exports last year testified to the diligence of the Japanese 
people, he said there was one thing that called for caution. 
That was the fact that this phenomenal increase was seen 
only in exports to certain parts of the world market, while 
in other areas exports did not witness any appreciable gain. 
Furthermore, there were certain markets where Japanese 
goods had made little headway. 

In some quarters, Mr. Kosaka’s speech is being criticized 
as showing a lack of enthusiasm in promoting trade with 


Soviet Russia and Red China. 


The difficulites besetting the Japanese Government in 
promoting such trade must be a matter of public knowledge 
by this time, and although we may expect the Ikeda Cabi- 
net tp do what it can, it is obvious that both these coun- 
tries are only willing to trade on their own terms—which 
may or may not be acceptable to this country. 


Premier’s Gift Package 


“ Gov't Seeking Priority in Scheme to Pack Three Promises in One 


The Japanese nation now 
awaits a heavy package to be 
delivered with a thud. Prime 
Minister Hayato Ikeda has pro- 
mised to pack in one his three 
gifts: more money in social 
security measures, more invest- 


*‘ ment.in public works and low- 


er rates in tax. 


While the policymakers both 
in the Government and in the 
Libera lDemocratic Party's 
policy board are busy at work, 
the recipient of the gifts are 
supposed to wait patiently. But 
it is hard to keep quiet when 
one expects good news ahead. 
As a matter of fact, however, 
the nation is not only the re- 
cipient. It is the real giver, 
because it earns and hands over 
the money to the Government, 
with or without tax reduction. 
In this sense, the interest in 
the package's contents is quite 
well justified, 


Ikeda wants to put more mon- 
ey in social security measures, 
apparently because he desires, 
contrary to the impressions cre- 
ated by the slightly tactless ut- 
terances in his previous career, 
to promote the common man's 
welfare. Certainly, it is part of 
the duty of a modern Govern- 
ment to be concerned with the 
people's welfare. Few Japanese 
nowadays, if any, frown upon 
this idea as something Commu- 
nistic or socialistic, 


At Rock Bottom 


Some Liberal-Democrats ad- 
vocate a plan to increase the 
low-bracket incomes fivefold in 
10 years. This plan may add a 
bold new angle to Ikeda’s so0- 
called doubleincome pian, 
which is expected to double the 
over-all national income in the 
same period of time. 


A total of some 1,500,000 

ple form the rock bottom, or 
the recipient of the livelihood 
subsidies. Whether or not the 
subsidies of ¥10,000 or so a 
month for a family of five are 
sufficient, they are certainly sur- 
viving, though on a bare sub- 
sistence level. But the living 
standards of nearly 10 million 
people, that is one for every 10 
Japanese, are not much higher 
than rock bottom, though they 
do not qualify for subsidies, 


If the national economy 
grows fast enough to double its 
size in 10 years, it may turn out 
easier than expected to quintu- 
pie the rock-bottom income. At 
that rate of economic growth, it 
can be expected that increased 
employment will reduce the 
number of the reeipients of 
livelihood subsidies. 


Tax Readjustments 

Aside from “growthmanship,” 
Prime Minister Ikeda, upon as- 
sumption of the office, told the 
press that his Administration 
would place more emphasis up- 
on socal security measures than 
upon tax reduction. Those in 
the lowest brackets are paying 
no income tax at all and tax 
reduction therefore cannot re- 
lieve them. 


Tax reduction, however, is 
one thing that cannot be left 
unexplored at this time, It may 
more properly be called read- 
justments. According to the Tax- 
ation System Research Council, 
the limit of practically accept- 
able taxation, local government 
tax inclusive, is considered to 
be 20 per cent of the national 
income. The rate of taxation is 
already beyond this limit but, 
as the national income is expect- 
ed to grow, the progressive tax 
rate will automatically in- 
crease the tax beyond the rate 
of income growth. Readjust- 
ments to the 20 per cent limit 
are expected to yield some 
¥100,000 million for tax reduc- 
tion. 


Matter of Budget 
In formulation of policies, 
therefore, the Government can 
ignore neither social security 
measures nor tax reduction. 
But, when it comes to budget 


figures, the Government is not 


sure yet whether the two op- 
posite requirements can be ac- 
commodated without contradic- 
tion,

mer Prime Minister Kishi has 
committed itself to some essen- 
tial projects like the national 
pensions system, war repara- 
tions and the purchase of the 
supersonic Lockheed fighters. 
The wage raise for Govern- 
ment and public corporation 
employes, as recommended by 
the National Personnel Author- 
ity, is expected to cost some 
¥100,000 million. 

While the tax revenue is ex- 
pected to increase by more than 
¥100,000 million over the ori- 
ginal estimate this year and by 
more than ¥200,000 million next 
year over this year's total, 23 
per cent of the revenue must be 
given back as equalization fund 
to the local governments, ac- 
cording to the Finance author!l- 
ities. 

Public Works Vital 

Consequently, it may turn 
out quite difficult to accommo- 
date new budget demands and 
yet execute a tax reduction. 
There must be some definite 
idea of priority to settle the 
issue, 

Various arguments may be 
advanced to justify either social 
security measures or tax re 
duction. But the need for 
more public work is obvious. 
Just look at the bad road con- 


dition, of whieh almost every- 
body is complaining nowadays. 
The so-called ¥1,000,000 million 
road improvement program may 
have to be further enlarged. 

Public work is necessary, be- 
cause economic expansion like 
the double-income plan cannot 
be executed on bad roads and 
poor port facilities. Inadequate 
flood control is giving rise to 
a staggering loss of life and 
properties annually. 

Highly Evaluated 

A saying from ancient China 
has it that one who can con- 
trol floods can be the ruler of 
the land. People thus appre- 
ciate the value of public work. 
People are not so foolish that 
the jure of an” easier manner 
of living and lighter tax makes 
them blind to the need of better 
roads and flood control. 

According to official statistics, 
investments in various construc- 
tion projects including public 
works, public utilities, housing 
and nonresidential buildings re- 
gistered a 30 per cent increase 
during 1959. It is logical to 
enlarge these achievements in 
the coming years and preclude 
the occurrence of bottlenecks 
in the execution of the expan- 
sion plan.

How ‘Humanitarian’? 


To the Editor: 

On several occasions I have 
noticed that Japanese news-pa- 
pers mention the “humanitari- 
an” which underlies 
the repatriation of Koreans to 
Communist North Korea. 


Those who know anything 
about communism, know that 
its major evil is not merely a 
lack of humanitarianism but 
even more serious, its dehuman- 
izing effect, on both the individ- 
ual and society. 


The only Communist country 
from which the inhabitants 
have the possibility of escape is 
East Germany and during the 
last 15 years they have been 
escaping by the thousands and 
at the present time, about 10,- 
000 leave every month. They 
are willing to leave every 
session behind, if only they 
may become free men and 
women. 

Is it possible that the Koreans 
in Japan have found life so in- 
tolerable, so lacking in human 
kindness that moving them to 
a Communist country is a gen- 
erous and humanitarian act? 
It would seem to be incredible! 

Surely one provision should 
be made—that if life under 
communism turns out to be less 
humane and even more intoler- 
able, they have the possibility 
to return. Or is the sentence 
final—“imprisonment for life.” 

The shocking inhumanity of 
communism in North Korea is 
well evidenced by the fact that 
at the present moment there 
are thousands of broken fami- 
lies and broken hearts in South 
Korea due to the inhumane 
kidnaping during the war, of 
thousands of men, women and 
children. These families will 
never be reunited. The first 
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New ROK Premier 


Dr. John M. Chang of the new 
faction of the Democratic Party 
has finally been elected Premier 
of the new South Korean Re- 
public. But it remains to be 
seen how the antagonism be- 
tween the new and the old fac- 
tion of the Government party 
will develop in future following 
the election of Premier Chang 
who belongs to the former. The 
fact that a small number of in- 
dependents have a casting .vote 
in ROK politics, gives rise to 
fearg that the country’s political 
situation will be constantly un- 
stable. But the “second” repub- 
lic has just been emancipated 
from Rhee’s despotism of long 
standing. There are a pile of 
serious problems such as demo- 
cratization of politics, clean up 
of corruption and reconstruc- 
tion of economy requiring a 
quick solution. In-order to re- 
construct the country by sub- 
duing these problems, various 
political parties must transcend 
their factional feelings and 
carry out political reforms 
which even the predecessor Huh 
Chung regime had failed to do. 
—Yomiuri Shimbun 


Dr John M. Chang has become 
Premier of the new South Ko- 
rean Republic. It is gratifying 
that the new republic is being 
bullt up in a democratic pro- 
cedure. Hope is held that the 


“second” republic of South Ko- 
rea will have a sound develop- 
ment. Dr. Chang is a man of 
international sense who has 
served as ROK ambassador to 
Washington and chief delegate 
to the United Nations before and 
after the Korean outburst. 
Moreover, he has led a national 
movement to oust Syngman 
Rhee’s dictatorial regime. He is 
also a person who has been 
espousing a policy of coopera- 
tion with Japan in contrast with 
Rhee’s all-out anti-Japanese poli- 
cy. We can thus expect that 
future relations between Japan 
and ROK will become brighter 
than the days of Syngman Rhee. 
We, especially, welcome Chang's 
statement that he hopes for an 
earlier normalization of Japan- 
ROK relations by letting by- 
gones be bygones.—Nibon Kei- 
zai Shimbun

tsul Coal Mine Workers Unions 
(Sankoren) has already split 
into two groups and the Miike 
union itself has broken into 
three rival groups, two of which 
are siding with the manage- 
ment, Personnel reduction pro- 
grams are being carried out 
without much trouble at the 
other coal mining companies, 
and public opinion is also hard- 
ening against the violent tactics 
adopted by the Mijike miners. 


If the Miike workers ignore 
these circumstances and conti- 
nue their fight, chances are 
they will be completely isolated 
and the unity of Tanro itself 
might be jeopardized, It is to 
be hoped the miners will consid- 
er these cold facts and take 
steps to end their strike at the 
Tanro convention. — Chuba 
Nippon Shimbun (Nagoya) 


Diplomatic Policy 

The Liberal-Democratic 
Party's diplomatic problems re- 
search council recently drafted 
basic policies for Japan's future 
diplomacy. Although the new 
Ikeda Administration cannot be 
expected to form entirely dif- 
ferent policies from its prede- 
cessor, it is regretttable that the 
newly announced one lacks 
freshness—putting aside prob- 
lems between the Communist 
bloc under the revised Japan- 
U.S. Security Treaty, the most 
important question Japan cur- 
rently faces. However, the out- 
lined new policies include the 
prohibition of atomic and hy- 
drogen bombs and the promotion 
of disarmament among the big 
powers of the world. ‘This is 
quite acceptable because such

1. Under the shockingly cor- 
rupt government of Syngman 
Rhee, no honest, but rather 
several dishonest proposals were 
made for the return of Koreans 
to South Korea.

2. The new Government of 
Korea under Yun Bo Sun, is 
sincere, in its desire to estab- 
lish friendly relations with Ja- 
pan.

pos- established between Japan and 


Korea as long as Japan is co- 
operating so heartily with Com- 
munist North Korea. To talk 
of friendship and at the same 
time cooperate with the sworn 
enemy of South Korea, is the 
cause of much bitterness among 
the people of South Korea and 
also creates doubt as to the in- 
tegrity of Japan. 

4. Japan unlike Korea or 
East Germany has never suf- 
fered under the ruthless rule 
of Communist oppression and 
can therefcre still believe in 
the humanitarian propaganda 
of communism. 


Repatriation to North Korea 
may be the choice of many 
Korean residents in Japan but 
what warning of the danger of 
choosing life under communism 
has been given to these people 
either by the Japan Red Cross 
or by the Japanese Government 
officials? Japan belongs to the 
Free World, not the Communist 
group. 

For 40 years 20 million Ko- 
reans found life sad and diffi- 
cult under the yoke of Imperial 
Japan. In a world so full of 
hatred and malignity, a gen- 
erous gesture by a rich and 
prosperous nation, to a poor 
and suffering neighbor would 
be as cheering as the coming 
of Christmas.

A Woman’s 
Viewpoint

Japanese people can talk on 
and: on for hours about democ- 
racy, but they do not know 
how to put the principle into 
action. Generally speaking 
Orientals are less realistic than 
Occidentals and like to talk on 
abstract concepts than on prac- 
tical matters. 

University 
students are par- 
ticularly good 
at discussing 
ideologies using 
vague and high 
sounding phr# 
seology. When 
we listen to 
discuss ions 
among students 
we do not unl 
derstand what they are driving 
at, but students: themselves 
seem to understand one anm- 
other. What they write is also 
full of difficult words and 
sentences and hard to under- 
stand for ordinary readers. 

I wonder how effectively the 
“Kikyo” (home-coming) move- 
ment being undertaken by the 
Zengakuren students is going 
on in farming areas. The stu- 
dents who participated in the 
demonstrations against the Ja- 
pan-U.S. Security Treaty are 
charged with the task of arous- 
ing opposition against the same 
pact among farmers and resi- 
dents of small towns through 
group discussions and lecture 
meetings. If they use the same 
vague phrases as they usually 
do, farmers will only become 
bewildered. 


Wen I attended a series of 
lectures given by Dr. Emil 
Brunner, noted Swiss theolo- 


gian, some years ago I noticed 
that he never used big words, 
but spoke simply in short and 
precise sentences, fully explain- 
ing his deep thoughts. Then 
when questions were raised 
from the floor they were so 
complicated that I could not un- 
derstand them. The interpreter 
had to repeat the questions in 
short and easy sentences. 

There is a tendency among 
Japanese people to label a per- 
son who expresses himself 
straightforwardiy as a man 
lacking deep thoughts and re- 
gard a person whose expres- 
sion is intricate, a man with 

rofound ideas. Therefore, if a 
ecturer or a writer wants to 
sound scholastic and well-in- 
formed he Should better deal 
with abstract concepts and 
“isms” instead of concrete sub- 
jects. 

Translation from -English to 
Japanese is difficult and vice 
versa. In English writing 
every word has its own mean- 
ing while in Japanese many 
words can be omitted without 
changing the original meaning. 
Sometimes a long Japanese 
article becomes short when 
translated into English, which 
proves that in Japanese writing 
nonessential words are used in 
abundance. Therefore, it is of- 
ten much easier to read the 
English translation than the 
original written in Japanese. 

Frequentiy writers indulge 
themselves in rhetorical expres- 
sions and forget to bring out 
the crucial points which should 
be conveyed to the readers. 

It is not seldom that foreign- 
ers are unable to understand 
what the Japanese people are 
talking about in discussion 
groups. While the former ex- 
pect direct and concrete opin- 
ions the latter may be starting 
from ideological concepts of the 
subject and wandering away 
from the point.

Impetus to Unity 


LONDON—Inability to learn 
from the past seems to be a 
halimark. of Soviet statesmen. 
The sturdy growth of the West- 
ern alliance in its early years 
derived in part from the atti- 
tude of Stalin; now Khrush- 
chev's instransigence is doing 
the same thing. 
His sabotage of 
the summit and 
his various 
threatening pos 
tures have 
strengthened 
the determina- 
tion of the 
European Pow: 
ers to draw 
closer together. 

The latest evi- - 
dence of this is the meet- 
ing last week of the Brit- 
ish Premier, Harold Macmil- 
lan, with Dr. Adenauer, the 
Federal German Chanecélior, at 
Bonn. It was a most success 
ful meeting, warmly welcomed 
by the press of both countries 
and auguring well for future 
relations between them. The 
two statesmen were in full 
agreement that the interna- 
tional situation called for in- 
creased Western cooperation; 
and that for this reason it was 
essential to find a solution to 
the problems arising from the 
existence of two European eco- 
nomic groups. 

Nothing could, of course, be 
finally settled there and then 
in a matter which concerns 13 
European countries. Each 
Power will in the first place 
consult with its economic part- 
ners. It is hoped that reactions 
will be available by § the 
autumn and that then there 
will be further moves *forward. 


Antimonopoly Law 


What is likely to be one of 
the last publications of the 
Organization for European Eco- 
nomic Cooperation is a guide to 
antimonopoly legislation in 
Western Europe. One of the 
most striking developments in 
the economic life of Europe 
since the war has been the at- 
tention paid by European legis- 
latures to prohibiting or con- 
trolling restrictive trade prac- 
tices. 

The French were pioneers in 
this sphere, since combinations 
of firms to promote group in- 
terests and stifle competition 
have been illegal in France 
since 1791 when the mediaeval 
guilds were suppressed. The 
fixing of minimum prices, trade 
discrimination, imposition of un- 
reasonable conditions of sale 
are among the practices banned 
by law. The law regarding 
combines is flexible and aims at 
preyenting mainly those which 
are designed for eliminating 
competition. If, on the other 
hand, they increase trade and 
efficiency and lower costs, they 
are permitted. 

Much the same sort of dis- 
crimination is possible under 
the anticartel law passed in 
Germany three years ago. Re- 
strictive agreements of the 
cartel type are in _ principle 
banned, but exceptions are al- 
lowed to provide for rationaliza- 
tion adjustments to a shrinking 
market and promotion of ex- 
ports. 

In Denmark, which has 
smaller markets and industries, 
a Monopolies Control Authority 
keeps an eye on agreements or 
concentrations and has power 
to prescribe lower prices or 
profit margins. In Britain, a 
Restrictive Practices Court ex- 
amines trade agreements, and 
its mere existence has been 
sufficient in most cases to cause 
voluntary abandonment of re- 
Strictive practices by trade 
groups. It has, in fact, been 
found es in only one 
case to bring in a regulation 
banning a particular practice 
in one particular industry.

Focus on West Europe

Often we find that the actor, 
the producer and the dramatist 
may be one and the same man, 
the same lively mind infusing 
the whole production down to 
the minutest detail. 


One of the most recent stars 
to rise in the French theatrical 
firmament is Roger Planchon, 
whose most recent success is a 
dramatic exercise staged in an 
ancient Roman theater at 
Orange, on the banks of the 
Rhone, It is a play based on 
an episode in English feudal 
history, and using situations 
and some dialogue from the 
British Elizabethan dramatist 
and contemporary of Shake. 
speare, Christophier Marlowe. 

The adaption relies more 
on visual effects than on swift 
changes of scene. The action 
takes place on a circular stage, 
red-topped and gold-sided and 
approached by two lateral run- 
ways not unlike the Japanese 
ramp. The audience sits in a 
semicircle overlooking the stage, 
which thus becomes a version 
of the contemporary “theater 
in round.” Like Brecht, the 
German dramatist and director, 
M. Planchon is a disciple of the 
didactic theater, but unlike 
Brecht he has a highly devel- 
oped sense of fun. He points 
his moral in a most direct and 
human way. 


Round the Capitals 


Geneva reports the appoint- 
ment of the first secretary-gen- 
eral of the seven nation Euro- 
pean Free Trade Association. 
He is Frank Figgures, an offi- 
cial of the British Treasury. 
For three years Figgures was 
director of trade and finance at 
OEEC in Paris and played a 
leading part in the program for 
liberalization of European 
trade, 


Bonn reports that 370 jurists 
from 37 countries have been 
meeting there for the Annual 
Congress of the International 
Law Association. Their main dis- 
cussions were very much about 
subjects of the hour. These in- 
cluded the problem of applying 
international law to United Na- 
tions Forces and questions of 
sovereignty in air and space. 


Paris reports that a new kind 
of restaurant has been opened 
An the Basque country in the 
southwest of France. It 
is called a tele-restaurant and 
caters specially for the needs 
of campers and other holiday- 
makers who require hot meals 
but do not wish to cook for 
themselves and are unwilling or 
unable to go out to a restau- 
rant in the ordinary way.
